gation district, some 30,000 acres out 
of the total 105,000 acres possible Of 
irrigation, have been put under the 
water. Several of the farmers irrigat¬ 
ed upwards of 200 acres. 

The ToroiHo Globe says the western 
provinces have once more carried off 
nearly all the prizes for creamery pro¬ 
ducts at The Toronto Exhibition. In 
the six classes with nine awards, only 
one Ontario Creamery, obtained a 
place, and one to Nova Scotia, the re¬ 
mainder going to the west. 

The new election act for Alberta 
passed at last session, has been pro¬ 
claimed, and the first election to be 
held under the new act will be that in 
the city of Edmonton to fill the vacan¬ 
cy created by the resignation of Hon. 
J. R. Boyle who was-elevated to the 
bench. The transferable vote ballot 
will be used. 

That the Alberta farmer must send 
the best he has or can produce if he 
wants the British market, is the con¬ 
viction of all Canadians who have in¬ 
vestigated conditions in Britain the 
past year. Butter, bacon and beef 
mast be of the highest quality in or¬ 
der to enter the British markets for 
they are very discriminating are the 
Britishers. 

Remarkable increase in the motor 
tourist traffic to Alberta mountain 
resorts has been reported. The regis- 
ration of cars entering the Rocky 
Mountain National Park is double that 
of the year previous. In the entire 19- 
23 season 3100 passengers were regis¬ 
tered at the camp while up to the end 
of July this year a total of 7557 pas¬ 
sengers had been registered. Rail 
tourist traffic into the province has al¬ 
so been very heavy to both Jasper and 
Banff Parks

Flowers'are all right in their way, 
hut it is the wheat that counts, so say 
the farmers of today. And the bou¬ 
quet of wheat brought to The Advo¬ 
cate office by Mr. R. McLeod, just 
about proves the claim. It was made 
up of some of the finest heads that 
have ever been seen in the neighbor¬ 
hood. It was taken to the hotel where 
everybody can have a look at it, and 
it certainly commanded admiration. 

It is just thirteen years ago, on 
September 12th, when the steel on the 
railway line from the north was built 
into Vulcan. There* was not much of 
this town at that time, but there are 
those here now who were here then, 
but to the rest of us it is difficult to 
realize the development. In 1910 there 
was no railroad, but in 1923 tjie C.P.R. 
loaded out of here two and one half 
millions of bushels of wheat, say no¬ 
thing of the other immense business. 

Mr. Fred Anderson was called to 
Winnipeg on Saturday on account of 
the sudden death of his sister, Mrs. 
Mabel Adams, and was accompanied 
on the sad journey by another sister, 
M rs. Rae King, of Aintond. Mrs. 
Adams was a visitor in Vulcan only a 
short time ago, and had just returned 
to Winnipeg to enter the hospital in 
training as a nurse, and as a matter 
of fact was on duty one/day when 
seized with the afflictionVwfiich re¬ 
sulted in death. The funeral took place 
at Oak Lake, Man.' 

In a grain district like this, and a 
town which ships the immense quan¬ 
tities that is to the credit of Vulcan, 
there is interest in the several records 
established in the bundling of oui 
chief commodity. This year, for load¬ 
ing out the first shipment of this 
year’s wheat, credit goes to the Al¬ 
berta Pacific Grain Company, and 
those who contributed to this ship¬ 
ment were Messrs.* J. S. Jamieson, 
J. II. Jamieson and Lome Levcfington, 
these well known farmers delivering 
the first loads in the order flamed. 
The grade of the wheat was great. 
The delivery of grain has since be¬ 
come general. 

The Advocate for two weeks has 
reported remarkable heads of wheat 
from the crop on the farm owned and 
operated by Mr. Jack Williams, and 
located only a mile or two south and 
west of Vulcan. . These heads have 
been made the subject of an elaborate 
article printed in a Calgary daily. By 
a process of counting kernels • and 
otherwise estimating, the crop on this 
place is figured high, and it is hoped 
by his friends that Mr. Williams will 
realize to the highest calculations. 
There is a photo of three of these 
heads in the loeal studio window, and 
the total number of kernels on these 
particular three is 244. Wheat like 
that is a wonder, and that if is pro¬ 
duced in the Vulcan district is a sat¬ 
isfaction. 

There was a fire in Vulcan on Sat¬ 
urday morning, and luckily this is an 
unusual thing in town. Just after 
seven in the morning the bell at the 
fire station sounded the scream, and 
smoke issuing from the building di¬ 
rected the people to the barn on the 
residence property of Mr. Jack Mar¬ 
shall. The fire was in the loft, which 
contained many bundles of grain. The 
fire truck was on the spot in a jiffy, 
and willing and persistent workers in 
the course of time extinguished the 
flames which many presume were 
started by some of the many men who 
were then in town and had slipped in¬ 
to the place to sleep. The event prov¬ 
ed the effectiveness of even so modest 
an equipment as the town possesses, 
and the willingnes of the people to 
work and work hard under such cir¬ 
cumstances, but the most noticeable 
thing about it all was the supply of 
water available from the Vulcan Light 
and Power Company, without which 
there #>uld certainly have been a dif¬ 
ferent report to print.

Hunga^wnTpartridge can 
be shot south of the Battle River from 
September 15 to November 15, but 
there is no open season north of the 
Battle River for this game bird. The 
bag limit on ducks is 30 per day, 200 
the season, and on geese 15 per day, 
brant 15 pey day. The bag limit on 
prairie chicken, etc., is U) per day, J5 
the season. 

One of the harvest hands employed 
on a farm out north will finish the sea¬ 
son in the pen at Lethbridge. He 
stole a coat from a car and got caught, 
and was sent down for two months.

Canada has three comparatively 
young premiers, in Mr. Bracken of 
Manitoba; Mr. Dunning, of Saskatche¬ 
wan, and Mr. Greenfield of Alberta— 
all under 40. 

What the farmers require in this 
province more than anything else is 
deversification. The mixed farmer is 
the man who declares the largest divi¬ 
dends at the termination of the year. 
— 

We desire to inform the ladies that 
the winner of the Atlantic City beauty 
show last week did not have bobbed 
hair. And it is also stated that the 
Prince of Wales in selecting dancing 
partners, has up to the present given 
preference for-the unbobbed hair. 

The supply of teachers in Alberta is 
adequate for present needs. Many 
school districts are without teachers 
because they refuse to pay the salaries 
asked. B. C. has a surplus of teach¬ 
er and these may come to Alberta and 
work for the winter months at mini¬ 
mum salaries. 

In opposing a proposal to reduce 
the income tax, Lady Astor recently 
declared : “I like paying taxes. I am 
very glad to have the money to pay 
taxes.” Whether or not you agree 
with Lady Astor, it is well to remem¬ 
ber that town taxes are now due. 

The Minister of Education for the 
province will likely introduce new leg¬ 
islation at the next session of legisla¬ 
ture. The 1924 estimates for educa¬ 
tional purposes call for $40,000 to be 
spent in special grants and this sum 
has already been allocated, many 
schools have been operated through 
the summer with aid from this quarter 
The aim of the government will be 
to have every school open and running 
for at least a part of the school year.

Both these distinguished 
bachelors own property in Western 
Canada.

For a moment his face 
assumed u grave look—a broad smile 
then flitted across his countenance and 
he replied—“Rather stai-tling is it not, 
but I take pleasure in paying the dis¬ 
count.” 

The community impeding tourist 
traffic with impassable roadsjfcis ne¬ 
glectful of its own weal, is the opinion 
of thff-Tiverage businessman of this 
country. . The meeting--held at Cal¬ 
gary on Saturday in connection with 
good roads, which was attended by 
Montana and Alberta citizens, will ho 
doubt result in considerable good 
and a marked improvement in our 
roads in the course of a year or two.

As the king came to the 
door, he at once saw the flag but, in¬ 
stead of stepping upon it, he stopped 
short and, pushing to one side the 
British ambassador who was immedi-1 
ately beside him, he stepped to the j 
right until he got outside the edge of; 
the flag; then he wheeled toward&_the j 
national tricolor, took one step back, j 
and saluted, the whole of his suite fol¬ 
lowing the example which formed a 
lesson never to be forgotten by those! 
who, like himself, were fortunate j 
enough to witness the incident. The ] 
seed sown that day in the heart of the j 
French Nation has since thrown out j 
its purest'blooms on the Allied front; 
during the great war.

Almo-st two years ago. when 
the stock reached $3,000,000,000, it 
was asserted by Secretary Hoover and 
other close observers that the accumu¬ 
lation was at least one third move than 
any expansion in American industry 
and trade would require.

At a banquet given at the Savoy at 
London recently to the American Ad¬ 
vertising Convention, Mr.'J.H. Thomas 
the colonial secretary dropped into 
verse.

During the evening Mr. Thomas and 
Mr. Churchill indulged in much good 
humored chaff. Mr. Churchill paid tri¬ 
bute to the agility and flexibility of the 
colonial secretary’s mind, but, in refer¬ 
ring to Mr. Thomas’ long and success¬ 
ful association with the railwaymen, 
remarked that even he at times must 
have suffered from Cramp. 

The Government of Alberta with the 
co-operation of the Canadian Pacific 
Railway have decided to throw open 
a large tract of land in the Eastern 
Irrigated district for sheep grazing, 
and an order has been signed by the 
Hon.. George Hoadley, Minister of 
Agriculture, setting aside a portion of 
the closed lands in that section of Al¬ 
berta for this purpose. It will now be 
possible for resident farmers to graze 
up to 100 head of ewes, and not more 
than 250 head of all classes of sheCp- 
The question of opening up the range 
lands for sheep grazing has been oc¬ 
cupying the attention of the Govern¬ 
ment for some time, but before a thor¬ 
oughly workable agreement could be 
arrived at, it was necessary to obtain 
the co-operation of the Canadian Pa¬ 
cific Railway, who own the closed 
lands, and have its ratification of the 
project. The Railway Company were 
strongly in favor of the opening up of 
the lands, and suggested .that the ar¬ 
rangements be carried through with 
as little delay as possible. The Gov¬ 
ernment and the Canadian Pacific con¬ 
sider that the grazing of sheep In this 
district will be highly profitable busi¬ 
ness to the farmer, and both bodies 
will do all in their power to foster the 
growth of sheep grazing. It is the 
intention of the Department of Agri¬ 
culture to extend the scope for grazing 
facilities as occasion demands. 

There has been a certain amount of 
apprehension the past fortnight among 
our farmers regarding late crops, but 
the-weather has been so favorable that 
in nearly every case the grain has rip¬ 
ened without frost damage which is 
very unusual at this season of the 
year. Farmers have been indeed for¬ 
tunate.

OUR IMPRESSIONS 

Being a Short Resume of Trip Across 

_ The Ocean 

By Charles Clark 

While at Paris a number of our par¬ 
ty visited at the office of Le Petit 
Journal, a thoroughly up-to-date 
printing and publishing plant where 
sixty typesetting machines were in 
operation. In passing through the 
press rooms we were photographed. 
Completing the tour of this great of¬ 
fice we entered the banquet hall and 
as we prepared to drink the health of 
the famous French paper (in the wine 
of the country). A photograph was 
taken by flashlight, which was devel¬ 
oped, printed, finished and shown to 
us in 314 minutes. Paris was full of 
surprises. We saw the sunset behind 
the great Arc de Triomphe, the street¬ 
lights reflected in the polished streets 
with fountain,, and statute and noble 
pile. In the homes of some of the 
most prominent people we found a 
charm and vivacity that is peculiar to 
France. In the home of that charm¬ 
ing lady, Madame Stem, we fouYid a 
treasure house of art—old masters, ta¬ 
pestries, carvings, galleria^ books, 
stained glass—and doors opened to a 
beautiful garden, with fountains play¬ 
ing and trees, flowers and green lawn 
right in the heart of Paris. The last 
evening was spent in seeing the city 
under escort of a faithful guide, who 
took us through dance halls known as 
the “Dead Cat,” “Dead Rat,” “Red 
Mill”, and others of that ilk and some 
of the high class cabarets. 

On Sunday, June 29, our party left 
early, the • majority by train, via 
Dieppe and New Haven for London, 
and several went by aeroplane, land¬ 
ing at Croydon, after a very enjoyable 
trip which we described in a recent 
issue of this paper. Arriving in Lon¬ 
don in the evening our party was di¬ 
vided between the Hotel Cecil and the 
Russell Hotel, two very excellent, ho¬ 
tels and within easy distance of such 
well known places as Piccadilly Trafal¬ 
gar Square, Oxford and Regent street. 
The welcome in London, the heart of 
the British Empire, was wholesome 
and hearty. We were taken in hand 
by Sir Harry Brittain, M.P., Mr. Per¬ 
cy Hurd and Sir Frank Newens, Bt.; 
representing the Empire Press Bureau 
with Mr. H. E. Turner, honorary se¬ 
cretary, who were indefatigable during 
our stay in London to make our visit 
as interesting as possible. A printed 
programme of the London programme 
was. handed the editors, and also a 
“pass” enabling us free travel on all 
tubes, omnibuses, etc., belonging to 
the London underground railways. 
Officials were in attendance at the ho¬ 
tels to give information and thus we 
were assured of a smooth carrying out 
of our itinerary. Monday morning the 
entire party went to the Houses of 
Parliament, where ‘we had as conduc¬ 
tors such outstanding men as Sir 
Harry Brittain, Sir Wm. Bull, Sir 
Philip Dawson and Mr. P. J. H. Han¬ 
non. Westminster proved exceeding¬ 
ly interesting and we saw all the fa¬ 
mous places in the buildings, including 
the commons chamber; St. Stephen’s 
Crypt, a chapel of solid stone, which 
dates back from the days of Cromwell 
and which was Hied with rubish by 
order of Cromwell and was unknown 
until its rediscovery and restoration in 
the’sixteenth century." We were per¬ 
mitted to visit every part of the 
Houses of Parliament. It was my 
good luck to enter the House of Lords 
where an appeal (case was being heard 
at which session 1,6 rd Birkenhead was 
the chairman. From there we went to 
Prince’s Restaurant on Picadilly where 
we were guests of Lord IJiddell and 
met members of the Council of the 
Empire Press Union. Among those 
p re pent were Lord Burnham, who con¬ 
trols the destiny of the London Tele¬ 
graph, who is.a= most genial, kindly 
gentleman. Several years ago he was 
invited to become governor-general of 
Canada and the appointment would 
have been a popular one, as he has a 
great personality, a ready wit, an ex¬ 
cellent speaker and possessed of tact 
and discernment. Lord Riddell who 
presided gave a delightful speech. He 
is said to be one of England’s bright¬ 
est after dinner speakers. In the af¬ 
ternoon a reception was tendered our 
party at Kensington palace where we 
met members of the Society of Wo¬ 
men Journalitss. Here we w'ere pri¬ 
vileged to meet the Duke of Con¬ 
naught, Princess Louise, Princess Pa¬ 
tricia, now Lady Patricia Ramsay, and 
Lady Byng. Here we were enabled to 
view some of the art treasures of Ken¬ 
sington Palace and the Palace Gar¬ 
dens. By eourtesy «f the Lord Mayor 
of London invitations were extended 
to a number of our party to a recep¬ 
tion and ball at the Guildhall which 
was a unique affair and very delight¬ 
ful. At midnight 25 editors were in¬ 
vited by Sir Campbell Stuart of The 
London Times to visit that time hon¬ 
ored institution. We were taken up t 0 
the editorial offices where we met 
members of the editorial staff. To my 
amazement I was greeted by one of 
the editors, Mr. Farley, who visited 
High River upon the occasion of a 
provincial election when the late Ar¬ 
thur Sifton was appealing to the 
country. 

Dominion Day in London was Cana¬ 
dian in every aspect and while not a 
public holiday many functions were 
arranged in honor of the fifty seventh 
anniversary of Confederation. London 
was then the mecca for thousands of 
Canadians of whom we met very 
many from the various provinces. The 
Empire Press Union gave our party a 
luncheon at which affair Lord Burn¬ 
ham presided and gave a warm wel¬ 
come. In the afternoon a reception 
was tendered us by the Jfigh Commis¬ 
sioner for Canada. This is an annual 
event and about 2000 Canadians at¬ 
tended, among whom were such dis¬ 
tinguished men as Sir Hamar Green¬ 
wood, Lord Beavcrbrook, Hon. R. B. 
Bennett, Hon. Mr. Rowell, Premier 
Dunning and others. Mr. Greenwood 
is a former Whitby boy, and is very 
distinguished in the land of his adop¬ 
tion. He will visit Canada this month 
as he retains fond memories of his 
boyhood days spent in the dominion. 

In the evening a Dominion Day Din¬ 
ner was held at the Hotel Cecil which 
was an experience long to be remem¬ 
bered inasmuch as the speakers were 
‘men of world wide reputation and 
leading statesmen of Britain. The 
Hon. P. C. Larkin, Canada’s high com¬ 
missioner presided and at his table 
were the Prince of Wales, Winston 
Churchhill, J. H. Thomas, P. Snowden 
and others. -* 

The Prince of Wales, replying to 
the Royal toast, said:—“I am very 
grateful to be present at this Domin¬ 
ion Day banquet. It has given me an 


opportunity of meeting so many re¬ 
presentative Canadians who are in 
London at the present * time. Many 
members of my family have learned 
to know Canada and to love Canada. 

1 do not think 1 need to tell any of you 
that 1 have a certain love for the Do¬ 
minion. Canada has always been a 
real tonic to me. I don’t know what 
it is exactly, whether it is the air or 
the^great spaces or what it is, but the 
fact remains. 1 remember' the tonic 
effect it had on me in 1919, the year of 
my first visit, a few months after the 
Great War, when I came straight from 
four years of horror and confusion to 
a great, free country, and a young 
country full of hope and confidence in 
the future, (cheers) And so it\vas 
last year—a real tonic, when I spent 
a very happy month after a somewhat 
strenuous summer and I am sure it 
will be the same this fall when I have 
every hope of returning to my ranch, 
(cheers) Canada will always be great 
and I am quite sure those of my coun¬ 
trymen who have not seen Canada will 
take the first opportunity of going 
over to the other side. I am hot going 
to say that Canada has not got her 
own problems. Like the rest of the 
world, she certainly has; but she is 
‘facing those problems with the cour¬ 
age and common sense that are char¬ 
acteristics of her race, (cheers) I feel 
that her invigorating atmosphere and 
the breadth of her atmosphere from 
ocean to ocean give Canada an advan¬ 
tage over the old country. I congratu¬ 
late the Dominioir Government on its 
splendid contribution towards the suc¬ 
cess of the British Empire Exhibition. 
The high standard and effective orga¬ 
nization of the Canadian pavilion at 
Wembley have won the admiration of 
all its visitors, (cheers) I have only 
been there once myself, but I fdund it 
not only very interesting, but I cas- 
not think of a better way of recalling 
my very happy days in Canada and 
learning a great deal that is new at 
the same time. There is a personal 
reason why.I am certainly going there 
again. It is to see how I have fared 
during this hot spell. I have the great¬ 
est possible faith everything that is 
Canadian, including butter, (laughter) 

I hope that I am not inclining to a 
‘dangerous angle, and that I and my 
horse are not going over at the knees, 
(laughter) I thank you for the kind 
way you have received this toast and 
also f»r your kind invitation to me to 
be here to-night.” (cheers) The refer¬ 
ence to the butter is due to the fact 
that the Canadian exhibit at Wembley 
contains a statue of the Prince of 
Wales and his horse made out of but 
ter. 

Mr. J. H. Thomas, replying to the 
toast of the “Dominion of Canada,” 
which was proposed by Mr. Newton 
W. Rowell, said he was proud of the 
Empire, and was trying to understand 
and realize all it meant. He thought 
it was significant, and it was not a 
tad thing that we had reached a stage 
where every part in this country and 
every section of the community had 
accepted the reins of office. And, not¬ 
withstanding all that had been said to 
the contrary, nothing had been done to 
weaken or impair the strength of the 
Empire. If any reason were needed 
to explain the remarkable position we 
held in the world today it was to be 
found in a recent speech delivered in 
the Canadian parliament which show¬ 
ed that we were not only a free people, 
but that our strength rested on the 
fact that we could talk plainly to each 
other. The government were not sat¬ 
isfied that everything had been done 
that ought to have been done to enable 
the great Empire problems to be met. 
They were not happy with regard to 
the situation which enabled great Em¬ 
pire problems to be made mere party 
issues., The Empire was greater than 
party and the great Empire problems 
should be discussed free from preju¬ 
dice. The government was taking the 
necessary steps to get all the Domini¬ 
ons round the table to discuss their 
problems, not from a party point of 
view, and not in the interests of any 
particular class, but to consider them 
in the interests of the Empire as a 
whole. He was glad that it had been 
a Labour Government which had been 
able to realize the possibilities of the 
situation. 

Mr C. A. Dunning proposed the 
health of the guests, and Hon. Win¬ 
ston Churchill, in reply, said he agreed 
with Mr. Thomas that the Empire was 
greater than party. One might go 
farther and say the British Empire 
was no single party’s affair. If one 
looked back over the course of history 
one would see how far astray were 
the great political parties—Tory . and 
Liberal—with regard to their ideas of 
British Empire. The Tories nearly lost 
the Empire in trying to keep it; and } 
the Liberals kept it in trying to throw 
it away, (laughter) He did not think 
there was sufficient material to enable 
him to describe the record of the La¬ 
bour party. Their lgpord was short, 
but It seemed to be similar to that of 
bdth the historic parties which oppo¬ 
site tmd* varied opinions would be en¬ 
tertained. He was sure, however, that 1 
each great organized concentration of j 
British opinion, whatever form it 
might assume in the course of years, 
would find something to give to the 
building up of the great structure of 
the British commonwealth of nations. 
So far as the Labour Party was con¬ 
cerned, so long as they endeavoured to 
keep together the general mass inter¬ 
est of the Empire and safeguard its: 
lasting value, they would deserve the 1 
respect of all his Majesty’s subjects-. 

About a year ago the First Lord of 
the Admiralty in the Baldwin govern¬ 
ment agreed that the Canadian press 
party would be permitted to see the 
Grand Fleet. Meanwhile the Baldwin 
government was defeated and the La¬ 
bor party book office and negotiations 
had to be renewed with the result tiiat 
the Empire .Press Union gained their 
point and permission was granted. A 
special train conveyed oqr party or 
July s4o Weymouth, a three hour ride 
from London. Weymouth lies on the 
south coast of England and possesses 
a wonderful harbor and a naval base 
that cannot be excelled anywhere. Cn 
a high hill on one side stands old 
Portland Prison, now used for boys up 
to the age of 21 years, and at the base 
the town.of Portland. In the har¬ 
bour were battleships, destroyers, 
cruisers, mine carriers, submarines 
and all manner of ships used by the 
navy. Six or eight battleships among 
them the Queen Elizabeth, Admiral de 
Roebucks flag ship, which took part in 
the Dardanelles campaign, made an 
imposing sight, and the immense fleet 
of smaller vessels gave us an idea of 
the magnitude of the British fleet. 
Boarding a steamer, we had a sail ’ 
about the harbor and among the ves¬ 
sels of the fleet, thus enabling us of 
studying them at close range. We had 
been invited by the Admiral to board" 


the Queen Elizabeth^buP we'were un¬ 
able to do so owing to the heavy soap 
as it was too dangerous to attempt to 
go along the battleship with waves 
rolling as they were. We had? to be 
Content with a close view of this laig- 
est battleship in the navy. Several 
submarines_ went through various 
manoeuvres, submerging and emerg¬ 
ing again. We saw the Agamemnon, 
once a large battleship now used as a 
target ship for firing practice. All 
its upperworks and sides are heavily 
armoured, and it is fitted up with such 
equipment that it can be'driven and 
directed by wireless, without an/ per¬ 
son on board. The shells fired are not 
explosive, but make a mark to indi¬ 
cate how accurate had'been the firing. 
It is told that one day the wireless np- 
parutus guiding the ship .went wrong 
and the Agamemnon nearly ran into 
a light house, before it could be got 
under control. It is directed front a 
small steamer which keeps at a con¬ 
siderable distance during the practice 
of the gunners. 

We were cordially received by the 
mayor and courtcil of Weymouth. 
Those who were Masons Were given 
a reception at the Masonic Hall, which 
was erected in 1813 and which con¬ 
tains priceless treasures of over 150 
years existence of the lodge. The re¬ 
turn trip took us through a portion of 
furtil England which was so much en¬ 
joyed; by this time wc were glad to 
retire and rest. 

St. Paul’s Cathedral, Westminster 
Abbey, the To we r o f London,-Old -Cu¬ 
riosity Shop, Madame Toussards, were 
among the places visited, as these are 
so well known by all our readers we 
will omit a lengthy mention thereof. 
Westminster Abbey abounds in inter¬ 
esting relics of the past. It was plan¬ 
ned, and on the main built by Henry' 
III in veneration of Edward the Con¬ 
fessor and to provide' a resting place 
for the English Sovereigns most of 
whom were buried there up to 1760, 
which was the last time a British King 
or Queen was buried there. The cha¬ 
pel of Henry VII was not built, how¬ 
ever uVitil 1619 and the Western Tower 
planned by Sir Christopher Wren, was 
completed in the 18th centuyy. Most 
of the abbey was constructed in the 
13th century and is a fine example of 
architecture of that period. During 
the reign of Oliver Cromwell his soldi¬ 
ers broke loose in<the Abbey and dam¬ 
aged many of the statutes and price- 
dess works of art. Here and there a 
hand or foot or part of a figure or de¬ 
sign in stone has been broken or slash¬ 
ed. In Edward the Confessor’s chapel 
is the shrine of St. Edward, recovered 
and pieced together after Cromwell’s 
spoliation while above lies the wooden 
coffin containing the body of the Con¬ 
fessor. Then there is the famous stone 
of Scone underneath in which British 
sovereigns have been crowned for cen¬ 
turies. The chapel of Hesry VII with 
its solid stone roof carved with unique 
figures and patterns took over 100 
years to complete and the tomb is said 
to contain the body of Scbert, King of 
the Saxons, who died in 616. . There 
may be seen the tombs of the long line 
of Kings and Queens down to George 
11 who died in 1760; tombs and monu¬ 
ments of the great British statesmen, 
writers and musicians; the stained 
glass windows made in the 13th cen¬ 
tury, the like of which cannot be made 
in this day; the burial place of And¬ 
rew Bonar Law, who died only last 
year; and not least in importance the 
grave of the unknown soldier, with’ its 
fine tribute to the men who gave their 
all for king and country. “They bur¬ 
ied him among the kings because he 
had done good toward God and to¬ 
wards His house.” The Abbey is now 
situated some distance from the wat¬ 
ers of the Thames, but/in the early 
days the river washed its walls, and in 
later years the land on which the Em¬ 
bankment may now be found was re¬ 
claimed. The east walls were.therefor 
subject to the damages caused by wat¬ 
er, and are nojv being restored and le- 
•paired by a band of workmen. 

TOURIS T BUSf NESS 

A trip through Britain,'France and 
Belgium is a j»velation as to the ex¬ 
tent of the tourist business. Here in 
Alberta we talk about it. j Banff, Lake 
Louise and Vancouver anff such places 
appreciate its vast possibilities. Over 
in the old land one sees whole cities 
apparently drawing a large part of 
their trade and prosperity from trav¬ 
ellers alone which gives an idea of the 
large amonut of monu-Jhat is drawn 
from that source.' ThWourist trade in 
Britain this-year is a greatA’industry”. 
In Brussels a city of a mimon inhabi¬ 
tants, one sees evidences of an organi¬ 
zation for drawing in the loose change 
from the traveller. A visit to the 
city hall, a veritable palace filleJTWfth 
art, involves payment of a fee. Pay¬ 
ment is also required to enter the car 
thedrals both in Brussels and Ant¬ 
werp. Of course a guide is provided 
to show the tourists around and this 
costs money but there must be a big

revenue derived from this source. 
Such is the influence of British and 
American tourists in Brussels that in 
the chief hotels and in many of the 
stores, English is spoken by practical¬ 
ly the whoie staff. 

In Paris there is a similar condition, 
though not quite to the same extent 
Everywhere there are picture post¬ 
cards, souvenirs, char-a-bancs with 
parties of sightseers, tourist agencies, 
with signs “English spoken here”. In 
busy bustling London the tourist cuts 
less figure but even there 'he is evi¬ 
dently a factor. Westminster Abbey 
is often more crowded on week days 
than on Sundays; the same applies to 
St. Paul’s and there is a constant 
stream of visitors going through the 
Tower, the British Museum, the Art 
galleries and every other place of his¬ 
toric interest or beauty. 

However it is at Weymouth that one 
.begins to realize the proportions of 
the tourist trade. Here is a city of 
35,COO people dependent for its busi¬ 
ness upon the tourist trade and its re¬ 
sidential attractions. We went there 
to see the fleet, and were incidentally 
tendered a civic reception. In walking 
along the promenade the information 
was given that £80,000 .had recently 
been spent in widening the promenade, 
which made a fine place to stroll of an 
evening. Blackpool, a city with a po¬ 
pulation of 90,000 people, situated on 
the seashore 50 miles from Manches¬ 
ter, depends entirely on the tourist 
trade. There is not an industry there. 
It is chiefly a holiday resort for.the 
operatives..of the Midland counties and 
it is not uncommon to have as many 
as 250,000 visitors there at one time. 
At Blackpool is the longest bathing 
beach in England, and a dance hall at 
which a thousand people can get on 
the floor at one time. 

Every town and hamlet we have vis¬ 
ited shows evidence of drawing a re¬ 
venue from the tourist trade. Every¬ 
where there are hotels, booklets, post¬ 
cards and all* signs of the tourist bu¬ 
siness. But the greatest of them all 
is Torquay. From the Grand Hotel, 
where I stopped, there was presented 
a most beautiful scene. In the fore¬ 
ground is the seawall and promenade 
with the bathing beach below, dotted 
with children playing in the sand. To 
the left, the setting sun cast lights 
and shadows upon the heigths covered 
with imposing buildings, interspersed 
wtih great trees and semi-tropical 
plants, some of the buildings are ho¬ 
tels and some handsome private resi¬ 
dences. To the right arc red cliffs. 
Anchored in the harbor was seen the 
West Virginia, the latest U.S. battle¬ 
ship besides innumerable boats of va¬ 
rious sizes and descriptions. Torquay 
is the chief watering place of England.. 
Aside from its beauty, its chief attrac¬ 
tion is its equable climate. The mer¬ 
cury never goes down to freezing 
point. This is due to the influence of 
the Gulf stream which passes within a 
few hundred feet of the shore, as well

There is a population ol from 30,000 
to -i0,()00 and almost as many more if?

COAST GRAIN RATES 

Two more telegrams have been ex¬ 
changed in the Edmonton-Ottawa 
conversations on the new grain cargo 
rates at Vancouver, the answer of the 
federal authorities to 1’remier Green¬ 
field’s protests having come to hand 
last Thursday. It was of such a nat¬ 
ure as to draw out another protest 
from the provincial government, for it 
goes to show that the increased rates 
are being put into effect with full ap¬ 
proval from Ottawa but without any 
opportunity for the Alberta producers 
to be heaid or Tor an investigation, 
•lion, Arthur Cardiivthe new minister 
of marine and fisheries, wires Premier 
Greenfield as follows: ■ “Your tele¬ 
gram re rates Vancouver. Represen¬ 
tations contained therein as well as 
those in telegram to prime minister, 
fully considered. Before rates were 
approved we found they were lower 
than rates obtained, at any of the poi ts 
on Pacific. We also found that they 
are as low if not lower than obtain at 
any port in the east. They are reas¬ 
onable rates for services rendered, and 
they will be continued Until it will be 
found that conditions warrant a re¬ 
duction. To this Hon. George Hoadley 
acting premier in the absence from the 
city of Premier Greenfield, has sent ' 
the following reply; "Your wire re¬ 
ceived re rates Vancouver. . On be¬ 
half of the producers of this province, 

I desire to protest against a conclusion 
Being arrived at without giving pro¬ 
ducers an opportunity to state their 
case, as recommended by commission 
of inquiry. Rates in the east or els 1 '

ITEMS OF INTEREST 

Gossip of Chicago wheat pit says 
that Arthur C. Cutten, of Guelph, Ont. 
as a result of the recent bull move¬ 
ment, made $7,000,000. It sounds like 
a fairy tale but if he bot heavily, it 
was quite possible. 

Conversation heard between two 
hotel attendants during the Canadian 
Editors tour in provincial England: 
“If these Canadian want a bawth, why 
can’t they call it a bawth, and not ask 
for bath, like a bally billy goat.” 

At Raymond, farmers who planted 
sugar beets anticipated to show a 
profit of $280 per acre this year. 
Some patches will yield 34 tons to the 
acre, which at $10 per ton will bring 
in a revenue of $340 per acre. 

There are numerous loafers hailing 
from Vancouver, Seattle, Spokane and 
Winnipeg, giving trouble wherever 
they go, as they absolutely refuse to 
work. They as a general rule, carry 
red cards which designates them as 
“I wont works." 

At Lullington, Eng., a clock in a‘ 
church tower has neither face rtor 
hands, but has given the parishioners 
accurate time for nearly four centruies 
by striking the hours on the church 
bell. Built in the sixteenth century by 
the village blacksmith, it comprises 
two heavy stones, a rope 30 feet long 
and a crude escapement. It is wound 
up daily by the sexton, the winding 
barrels being of oak, like the beams in 
which the iron bearings work. 

Never before in the history of all 
Western Canada have the residents of 
the rural districts combined to fight 
the weed menace as is the case in Al¬ 
berta this year. Through the efforts 
of the Field Crops Branch of the De¬ 
partment of Agriculture, at Edmonton 
a strong organization has been built 
up through almost the entire province 
to combat the weeds. More than 130 
rural municipal councils throughout 
the territory south from Edmonton to 
the U.S. border have' appointed weed 
inspectors of their own, in co-opera¬ 
tion with the department supervisors, 
such a measure of co-operation not 
previously having been experienced in 
the province. Intelligent interest is 
being taken by all concerned in the 
fight against the spread of weeds. 
Colored Plates describing the most 
serious of the weeds have been distri¬ 
buted by the department to municipal 
councils, schools, etc., and the cam¬ 
paign is beginnig to have results. 

The weather for the past week has 
not been quite so favorable for har¬ 
vesting. It has been colder with oc¬ 
casional cold showers which have re¬ 
tarded the ripening but has not gen¬ 
erally delayed the work which has 
progressed rapidly. No frosts have 
been had however and the grains are 
in excellent condition and generally of 
a very high quality. Up to the pres¬ 
ent writing it is estimated that about 
80 per cent of the wheat is cut in this 
locality, what little remains standing 
is to the west; to the east it is all up. 
Oats are somewhat backward in ripen¬ 
ing and a great many farmers are not 
as yet cutting this, but it is estimated 
that about 50 per cent of these crops 
are up. Considerable oats have been 
cut a little on the green side as a pre¬ 
caution against possible frosts But 
with the present weather indications, 
conditions and prospects of a complete 
satisfactory harvesting of all crops is 
anticipated. With such an outcome 
this district will this year harvest one 
of the best crops in its history. The 
prices on grains are holding steady 
with little change and are quoted to¬ 
day locally as follows: wheat $1.10, 
oats 43c, barley 66c and rye 67c.

PRESBYTERY MET 

The Presbytery of High River met 
in the United Church, Vulcan, on Mon¬ 
day, the 8th day of September, 1924 
Mr. H. D. Johnson and Rev. J. W. 
Brunton gave very interesting ac¬ 
counts of the meetings of the As¬ 
sembly which they were privileged to 
attend at Owen Sound in June last. 
Rev. J. W. Kidd announced to Presby¬ 
tery that Rev. J. W. Harcourt, return¬ 
ed misionary from India, was avail¬ 
able for sevrice in the Presbytery for 
three days in October, viz. from the 
flth to the 10th and suggested that he 
be sent to Nanton for Wednesday the 
8th, to High River for Thursday the 
9th and to Vulcan for Friday after¬ 
noon ahd to Okotoks for Friday even¬ 
ing, the 10th. This Presbytery agreed 
to. Mr. Kidd oentinuing to speak as 
convenor of , the. General Interests 
committee suggested thqt the budget 
allocations for 1925 be the same as for 
1924. They ati as follows: High Ri¬ 
ver and Cayley $700, Nanton and 
Parkland $600, jGranum and Jumbo 
Valley $600, Vulcan $600, Okotoks and 
Aldersyde $600, Claresholm $600, 
Gladys and Dinton $200, Tongue 
Creek $100, the Foothills $100. This 
was agreed to. Presbytery agreed to 
recommend to eacji congregation with¬ 
in its bounds the appointment of a 
missionary treasurer in addition to the 
regular treasurer of the congregation, 
Whose duty it shall be to take charge 
of all missionary moneys and forward 
them regularly to the general treasur¬ 
er of the church, and instructed the 
clerk to notify the secretary of each 
congregation accordingly. 

It was further agreed that an ex¬ 
change of ministers take place on the 
16th day of‘October throughout the 
Presbytery and that the ministers pre¬ 
sent the claims of the budgets to the 
people. The convenor of Home Mis¬ 
sions reported on the work done in 
the various mission fields within cur 
bounds this sumer and on the outlook 
for the future. There was no report 
on Y.P.S. work owing to the absence 
of the convener from Presbytery. Rev. 
O. R. Lavers dealt with life service 
and made several valuable suggestions 
dealing particularly with this fact, 
that every calling is of God and ought 
to be upheld as equally honorable 
among men. Claresholm congregation 
asked permission of Presbytery for 
leave to sell its manse 'property. This 
request was granted by Presbytery. 
The report 6f the committee appoint¬ 
ed by Synod last year to consider the 
advisability of making the boundaries 
of the Presbyteries within the pro¬ 
vince coterminous with the districts of 
the Methodist church was submitted 
to Presbytery for its consideration be¬ 
fore its being submitted to Synod at 
its next annual meeting In' October. 
Presbytery learned from the report 
that it was the intention of the joint 
committee to eliminate the Presbytery 
of High River altogether, and to divide 
its congregations between Calgary and 
Macleod, but that the name of Mac- 
leod Presbytery should be changed to 
that of Lethbridge. That a dividing 
line be struck south of Calgary and 
that all north be attached to Calgary. 
Also that Blackie and all north be at¬ 
tached to Calgary, and that all south 
go to Lethbridge. The following rec- 
commendation tvas made by Presbyte¬ 
ry: Seeing that the general trend of 
communication in the Nanton district 
ifris northward, and further, that the 
geographical delimitation of the pro¬ 
posed Presbyteries would more appro¬ 
priately place Nanton within the 
bounds of the Calgary Presbytery, 
therefor Presbytery recommends that 
the committee place the boundary of 
the Calgary Presbytery on the south 
side of Nanton rather than on the 
north. With this exception the Pres¬ 
bytery approves of the committee’s re¬ 
commendations so far as the Presby¬ 
tery Qf High River is concerned. Both 
Rev. Robert Johnson and Rev. H. D. 
Marr of Calgary were presenf at the 
Presbytery and addressed the meeting. 
On the invitation of Rev. Mr. Lavers 
Presbytery agreed to hold its next se¬ 
mi annual meeting at Nanton, the 
clerk being instructed to call the meet¬ 
ing at such time as would suit the con¬ 
venience of Dr. Ferguson so that he 
might be able to be present. 

A conference was held in the church 
in the evening to which the public 
were invited. Rev. 0. R. Lavers read 
a splendid paper on the Rise and Pio- 
gress of Religious Education in Ca¬ 
nada. This was followed by a very 
able address by the Rev. Robert John¬ 
son D.D., of Calgary on the wonderful 
progress of the church in the last fifty 
years, the marvelous work of the pi¬ 
oneers of bygobe days, the legacy that 
they have left us, the needs of this 
hour, and the necessity if we would 
be true to ourselves, and uphold the 
honour of our worthy heritage, of en¬ 
tering the United Church without one 
cent of debt upon our books. At pre¬ 
sent we are behind in our accounts for 
home and foreign mission work $398,- 
OOO.(K). We need $5.00 from every fa¬ 
mily in the Presbyterian church in Al¬ 
berta to clear off our share of this 
debt. This money should be in the 
hands of the treasurer of your church 
before December 31st, 1924. Rev. P. 
Connal, moderator of the Presbytery 
presided at the evening meeting and 
introduced the speakers to the audi¬ 
ence. In introducing Dr. Johnson he 
referred to the interest people were 
taking today in what was being broad¬ 
casted from the various broadcasting 
stations thrpughjMt the land. He said 
that in many of the homes of his 
people far away among the foothills 
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they had heard Dr. Johnson over the 
radio with a great deal of pleasure 
and he had no doubt of profit as well, 
and the moderator added because Dr. 
Johnson had excelled in this line he 
had great pleasure in introducing tlie 
speaker as the “Prince of the Power of 
the Air.” It is unnecessary for me to 
add that this witty remark put the en¬ 
tire audience into convulsions of 
laughter and prepared them to listen 
attentively to a masterly address of 
over forty ipinutes length.
